MONOPLANE A SPEEDY ONE 


Louis Blerict Arrives on British Soil 


in Less Than Half an Hour After 


Leaving France— Machine Traveled 


at Times as High as Sixty Miles an 


Hour, While the Average Rate was 


Forty-five. 


Dover, Eng., July 26.—This sleepy 
seaport town experienced the keenest 
thrill known in a generation when at 
sunrise a white winged birdlike ma­ 
chine, with loudly humming motor, 
swept out from the haze obscuring the 
sea toward the distant French coast 
and, circling twice - above the high 
chalky cliffs of Dover, alighted on 
English 
soil. A 
calm 
Frenchman. 
Louis Bleriot, a portly and red mous­ 
tached man of thirty-seven, descended 
from the saddle, limping on a band­ 
aged foot, which had been burned on 
his previous overland flights. 
Imme­ 
diately two compatriots, who had 
been waving a big tricolor flag as a 
signal for the landing place, fell upon 
him enthusiastically, embracing him, 
shouting and pounding him on the 
back. They, with a few soldiers and 
others who happened by chance to be 
on the scene, were the only persons 
to witness the finish of a most re­ 
markable feat. 
Bleriot left Les Baraques, three 
miles from Calais, on one of the 
smallest monoplanes ever used. He 
crossed in a 
Little Less Than Half an Hour, 
twice as swiftly as the fastest mail 
boat. His speed averaged more than 
forty-five miles an hour, sometimes 
it approximated sixty miles. He kept 
about 250 feet above the" sea level 
and for ten minutes, while about mid­ 
channel, was out of sight of both 
coasts and the French torpedo boat 
destroyer which followed him, with 
his wife and friends aboard. The 
wind was blowing about twenty miles 
an hour and the sea was choppy. 
By his achievement Bleriot won the 
prize of $5,000 offered by the London 
Daily Mail for the first flight across 
the English channel and stole a march 
on his rivals, Hubert Latham and 
Count de Lambert, both of whom had 
hoped to make the attempt. 
Parts of the framework of the mono­ 
planes were splintered on landing. 
Every one expressed surprise at its 
small size. It was not more than 
twenty feet across the wings and its 
weight is about 400 pounds, the mo­ 
tor being 25 horsepower. 


FORTY-TWO PEOPLE INJURED 


Big Four Train Jumps Track While 
Going at High Speed. 
Indianapolis, 
July 
26.—Forty-two 
persons were injured in the wreck of 
the Big Four train No. 16, en route 
from Chicago to Cincinnati, at Zions­ 
ville, seventeen milos northwest of 
this city. 
Six of the passengers most 
seriously hurt were brought here to 
hospitals. 
All the others injured were able lo 
continue to their destination on a 
special train made up in this city and 
sent to the scene of the wreck. 
The baggage car and the coaches 
behind it left the track while the 
train was running fifty miles an bour. 
The locomotive held to the rails. 
Several of the coaches turned over. 
There were 200 passengers on the 
train and those unhurt, joined by 
Zionsville citizens, took the injured 
out of the car windows.

statesmen, and that it was the one 
thing needed to wake the English peo­ 
ple up to the importance of the science 
of aviation.

The dead are: Charles Flowers, 
engineer, Kansas City; Louis Bond, 
fireman, Moberly, Mo.; Harry Eckert, 
baggageman, S t Louis; Daniel, two- 
year-old son of E. T. King, Eldon, 
Mo.; Charles Anthony and Jesse Old­ 
ham, laborers, and W. C. Turner, Mo­ 
berly, Mo. 
Of the eight cars which made up 
the train five and the engine are now 
in the river, with the water covering 
all of them except one end of the Des 
Moines sleeper. A deadhead Pullman, 
mail, baggage, day coach and sleeper 
followed the engine into the stream. 
The chair car and two Pullmans alone 
remained uninjured. 
At the scene of the wreck the river 
makes a bend and the railroad fol­ 
lows It. For days th© flood waters 
have been undermining the roadbed, 
making It too weak to hold up the 
heavy trains. Three hours before the 
wreck a freight train of forty-five 
loaded cars passed the point safely. 
Three hours later, when the passen­ 
ger train started across the same 
piece of track, fifty feet of the road­ 
bed suddenly collapsed and engine 
and cars piled one on the other in 
the water. 


Organized Labor Holds Demonstration 
in London. 
London, July 26.—A huge demon­ 
stration by the organized labor party 
was held to protest against the visit 
of the emperor of Russia to England. 
Various women’s political leagues and 
socialistic and 
other organizations 
were represented, while numerous ban­ 
ners, which headed the different pro­ 
cessions, were inscribed with uncom­ 
plimentary mottoes, such as “Let the 
hanging czar remember,” “Shall we 
grasp his bloody hand?” “A message 
from hell—welcome, little father.” 
James Keir Hardie, the socialistic 
member of parliament; James R. Mc­ 
Donald, the labor and Socialist mem­ 
ber; Benjamin Tillet, secretary of the 
Dock, Wharf, Riverside and General 
Workers’ union of Great Britain and 
Ireland; George Bernard Shaw and 
Henry Mayers Hyndman, who is well 
known in socialistic movements, made 
speeches 
voicing 
angry 
protests 
against the proposed visit. 


PASSENGERS LAND SAFELY 


Steamer Tacoma Sinks Near Shore In 
Ohio River. 
Gallipolis, O., July 26.—With a big 
hole in her side and water pouring in 
the 
packet 
steamer 
Tacoma 
was 
towed from the middle of the Ohio 
river to shore in a sinking condition. 
The steamer sank shortly after the 
passengers had been taken off. The 
boat, which plies in the passenger 
trade between Charleston, W. Va., 
and Cincinnati, collided with an ob­ 
struction near Proctorville, which dis­ 
abled her. Among the passengers, all 
of whom landed safely, were thirty- 
five persons composing an excursion 
party from Cincinnati.

Four Persons Drown in the Yellow­ 
stone at Billings. 
Billings, Mont., July 26.—John C. 
Staffek, an alderman of this city, his 
six-year-old child and Minnie Wagner 
and Tressie West, domestics, were 
drowned in Yellowstone river by the 
boat capsizing. 
Eight persons were in the boat 
when it overturned and four were 
rescued. 
The people were part of a party of 
picnickers who were spending the day 
on the bank of the river. 


All Hopes of an Early Report to Both 


Houses of Congress Appear to Have 


Been Abandoned— Philippine Sched­ 


ule Amended to Prevent Free Ad­ 


mission Here of Goods Made From 


Imported Materials. 


Washington, July 26.—Although the 
tariff conferees held two sessions the 
hide and leather schedule is still bad­ 
ly entangled. So far as the con­ 
ferees are concerned they are fight­ 
ing with locked horns. Until the sen­ 
ate members are assured of sufficient 
votes to adopt a conference report, 
carrying hides on the free list, they 
will not permit this question to be 
brought to a vote. The house mem­ 
bers 
have exhibited no signs 
of 
weakening and many of them have 
assumed that it will be impossible to 
reduce leather goods below the house 
rates. In supfiprt of this the house 
leaders insist that the conferees are 
not empowered to agree upon duties 
lower than the lowest rates fixed by 
either branch of codgress. It was 
argued that it is possible to bring in 
a special rule in the house declaring 
“in order” rates on leather goods be­ 
low the duties fixed by the house bill. 
Without such a rule, it was said, the 
speaker would be compelled to decide 
that the conferees had exceeded their 
authority lf they should bring In a 
report naming rates on leather goods, 
such as boots and shoes, sole leather, 
calf skins and harness, lower than 
those fixed by the house bill. 


Will Canvass the House. 
After the adjournment of the con­ 
ference the house members continued 
in session and it was decided that a 
canvass should be made to ascertain 
the sentiment in the house concerning 
a rule of that character. 
While the house conferees were in 
session another conference attended 
by Senators Warren and Clark of 
Wyoming. 
Sutherland, 
Borah 
and 
Dick was being held. Earlier in the 
day Senators Smoot and Carter had 
met with their Western associates. 
These senators decided that they 
would insist upon the shoe men ful­ 
filling their 
agreement to 
permit 
leather goods to go on the free list 
in return for like treatment of hides. 
No predictions are made as to 
when the conference report will be 
made to the house. It is not a ques­ 
tion of what the conferees are will­ 
ing to do, but what will happen to 
their report when it is presented. 
Senatoi Aldrich will not take the 
chance 
of 
introducing 
something 
which might be rejected. Neither will 
he take the responsibility of attempt­ 
ing to compel the advocates of protect­ 
ed hides to 


Recede From Their Position 
without commensurate concessions by 
leather interests. During the hear­ 
ings before the house committee boot 
and shoe men declared that they were 
willing to have their manufactures 
put on the free list if hides were 
made free. When the bill reached 
the senate hides were taken from the 
free list, where they had been placed 
by the house, and made dutiable at lo 
per cent ad valorem, as under the 
Dingley law. This was accomplished 
after a hard fight and the senators 
from states interested in protecting 
hides declared that they would be 
willing to have hides made free if 
hoots and shoes and other leading 
products were also made free. 
The Philippine schedule was amend­ 
ed with a view of making certain the 
prevention of the use of the Philip­ 
pines to obtain free admission to the 
United States of goods manufactured 
in the island from imported materials. 
As the bill passed the house it pro­ 
vided for the free admission into the 
United States of all articles except 
sugar 
and 
tobacco 
which 
were 
“wholly the growth and product of 
the Philippines.”

Cleveland, July 26.—“The best in­ 
vestment any of us can make in this 
world is to set about each day doing 
something, however small or large, 
that will cheer the pathway of some 
one else. This was the life and is 
today the gospel of Jesus Christ.” 
This is what John D. Rockefeller 
told the Sunday school classes at the 
Euclid Avenue Baptist church when 
he was called upon to talk to them. 
It was the first address Mr. Rocke­ 
feller had made to the church since 
his arrival home a month ago. 
In closing Mr. Rockefeller told how 
his golf instructor warned him to 
“keep his eye on the ball.” This, he 
said, was an excellent plan to follow 
in the great game of life. 


Iowa Youth Hangs Himself. 
Des Moines, la., July 26.—Laurel 
Laidley, twelve years old, committed 
suicide, hanging himself to a rafter 
in his father’s barn on the farm near 
Guthrie Center.

CONFERENCES AT KENOSHA 


Narrow the Breach But Do Not Set­ 
tle Trouble. 
Kenosha, Wis., July 24.—In strong 
contrast with Thursday’s riotous at­ 
tacks upon the strike-bound tannery 
of N. R. Allen’s Sons company, the 
day was devoted to a series of con­ 
ferences looking to a peaceable ad­ 
justment of the grievances of the con­ 
cern’s 
employes. Night found the 
breach considerably narrowed, but no 
actual agreement reached. 
A break in the ranks of the strik­ 
ers occurred and company OIH dais 
were of the opinion that the first of 
next week at the latest would see the 
men back at work. About twenty-five 
men employed in the buffing depart­ 
ment applied for reinstatement at the 
old wage scale and were assured by 
the company that they would be 
taken back as soon as a sufficient 
force was on hand to resume. 
The day brought forth no violence 
of any description. The men for the 
most part kept aloof from the plant. 
The guard about the buildings was re­ 
duced during the day, but more than 
fifty deputies and police were re­ 
tained on duty at night. General 
Falk of the Wisconsin national guard 
is still in Kenosha making his head­ 
quarters at the strike-bound tannery. 
Danger*of renewed rioting, he con­ 
siders remote, but a possibility. 


C. A. Nelson, city letter carrier at 
the Brainerd postoffice, who is taking 
a vacation of three months and visiting 
the scenes of his childhood days in Denr,- 
mark, writes the Dispatch an interest­ 
ing letter of his trip and observatior s 
as follows: 
Nakskov, Denmark, 
July 5th, 1909. 
E ditors Dispatch: 
As it is threatening to rain today I 
will take a little time and send you a 
few lines. We left Minneapolis June 
2nd, 7 p. rn., over the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral to Chicago, from there to Port 
Huron over the Grand Trunk and from 
there to Chicago via Niagara Falls to 
New York over the Seleigh Valley R. 
R. 
Left New York on June 5th, 10:30 
a. rn. on the Cunard Liner, Caronia, a 
dandy nice little boat, 676 feet long and 
as steady as a rock. 
We had a very 
nice trip no storms to amount to any­ 
thing but some fog which delayed us 
some. On June 12th at noon we ar­ 
rived at Queenstown after having sight­ 
ed the coast of Ireland sirree morning 
and I must say that I do not blame the 
Irish people for immigrating as it looked 
pretty rough. June 13th, 3 a. rn , we 
arrived in Liverpool where we stayed 
one and a half days and took in the 
city. It was very easily seen that we 
had come to the King’s and Queen's 
land for everything of any importance 
was established or protected, or some 
such thing, for the King or Queen 
(banks, bakers, etc.) 
From Liverpool 
we took the Great Western R. R. to 
Grimsby and from there by steamer 
across the North Sea to Esbjcrg, Den­ 
mark. This city is built in American 
style, as it is young, being less than 20 
years old, it has streets laid out simi­ 
lar to Brainerd and is growing in size 
very rapidly as it is the most impor­ 
tant city on the western coast of Den­ 
mark for export and is called the Ameri­ 
can City. 
Fro'n there we left by rail 
clear across Denmark for Copenhagen. 
This trip is worth a great deal; al­ 
though I am a citizens of U. S. and 
have been there more than half of my 
life, I must confess that I have seen 
nothing in U. S. nor anywhere else for 
that matter that will compare with the 
farming country of Denmark. 
Talk 
about North Dakota Wheatfields! Why 
it seems to me that here are IO straws 
for each one on the Dakota fields. 
In 
fact I don’t see how it can grow so 
thick. If you look in or over one of 
those fields you can’t see the ground 
anywhere, nothing 
but grain 
that 
seems to be glued together so thick is 
it. And flowers, they are simply grand! 
Millions of them ard all kinds, but more 
especially roses. 
I wish I could send 
you a few. Here are roses on little 
bushes 6 inches high and on trees 15 
feet high, all colors and varieties; of 
course now is the nicest time of the 
year and it is certainly 
beautiful. 
We stayed in Copenhagen only three 
days as I did not like to keep mother 
waiting. She was at the station look­ 
ing for us but she did not know me, 
she said I had changed so much and I 
suppose she imagined that 22 years 
had made no difference. 
I knew her 
at once, just the 
same 
dear old 
mother. J rftust say I was very agree­ 
ably surprised to find her so healthy in 
body and mind, for as you know she is 
80 years old. She has been with us 
since and we have traveled quite a little 
on the railroad visiting at different 
place. A t present we are here at Nak­ 
skov visiting my brother and his estim­ 
able family. My brother is foreman of 
the Times, a daily paper here. 
The 
city is about the size of Brainerd, prob­ 
ably a little larger and one of the old­ 
est cities in Denmark and beautifully 
located on a “ fjord" of the same 
name as the city with beautiful parks 
and fountains and there is especially 
one park situated about half a mile 
outside the town which is the pride of 
the Nakskovites and it is no wonder 
for it is certainly a “daisy" with its 
club houses, good walks fine beach- 
trees, fountains, lakes, etc. Yester­ 
day we were to church, and it is one 
of the finest as well as one of the old­ 
est churches in Denmark. Here it was 
that in 1659 when Sweden and Den­ 
mark were at war, that the garrison 
kept their gunpowder and when the 
Swedes had taken the outer forts they 
tried to shoot down the church so as 
to destroy the ammunition but some 
how or another (I guess they had not 
taken lessons from Uncle Sam’s boys 
in sighting) only one cannon ball hit 
the church and went through the roof; 
the hole is there yet, only it is changed 
into a ventilator and the ball is still 
lying by the altar where it fell only it 
is decorated and is kept as a memorial. 


Quite a Number went West Today to 
Register in the Indian Reserva­ 
tions to be Opened 
A number of Brainerd citizens will 
register for homesteads in the Indian 
reservations to be opened at Missoula, 
Couer d'Alene and Spokane in the near 
future. Dean Wilson went about a 
week ago and will register for himself 
and for his father, the latter register­ 
ing under the provision of the law pro­ 
viding that civil and Spanish war vet­ 
erans do not have to be present in per­ 
son to register.

Monument to Noted Soldier Will 
Dedicated at Duxbury, Mass. 
Plymouth may claim imperishable 
fame in the aggregate from the Ley­ 
den pilgrims, but Duxbury, Mass., ap­ 
propriates the individual Myles Stand­ 
ish, “the first soldier of New Eng­ 
land,” as all its own. For in Duxbury 
the doughty commander of the mili­ 
tary forces of Plymouth colony made 
his home, and there, it is alleged, is 
his grave. 
The glory of the town today is the 
Standish monument, some time com­ 
pleted and yet to be dedicated to the 
memory of the man whose goodly 
deeds it so grandly preserves. 
Duxbury, or “Duxborrow,” as Cap­ 
tain Myles himself was wont to refer 
to the place, intends to dedicate the 
monument on July 31. It will be an­ 
other Duxbury day. Distinguished or­ 
ators will declaim the virtues of the 
country’s first “great white chief” in 
the Unitarian church building, a ban­ 
quet will be served to the celebrators 
at the town hall, and. of course. Cap­ 
tain’s hill, with its imposing granite 
shaft, surmounted by Kelly’s statue of 
Standish, will be the Mecca for all at­ 
tendants. Trips to the top of the col­ 
umn will be in order and that “conse­ 
cration day” of Aug. 17, 1871, will 
be vividly recalled by the present day 
survivors. 
“It was the late Stephen M. Allen,” 
says Levi II. Cushing, a Duxbury oc­ 
togenarian. “who was the real moving 
spirit in the construction of the Stand­ 
ish monument. Ile raised a large part 
of the money to defray the cost, and 
a goodly portion of the latter day life 
of Mr. Allen was devoted to this one 
cherished purpose.” 
And when on that Aug. 17. 1871, 
Mr. Allen had so far progressed In bis 
plans that he could “consecrate” the 
ground on which the proposed shaft 
was to stand he had a notable gath­ 
ering of the state’s best men at the 
summit of Captain’s hill.

TO IMPROVE WILD CLOVER. 


Kirksville (Mo.) Agronomist Trying to 
Make a Croat With Alfalfa. 
Professor Harry Laughlin of the de­ 
partment of agriculture of the normal 
school at Kirksville, Mo., is conduct­ 
ing en interesting experiment this 
summer in crossing alfalfa clover with 
the old and worthless wild clover that 
grows so bountifully in some of the 
wild fields and corners of Adair coun­ 
ty, Mo. 
The cross is being made by grafting 
some of the alfalfa buds on the wild 
clover stems, and it is said by Profess­ 
or Laughlin and the students who are 
making the experiment that a newer 
and finer species of clover is being 
produced. 
They believe that the new 
hybrid may become very valuable to 
feeders. 
“It is widely known,” said Professor 
Laughlin, “that the wild clover has a 
very bitter leaf and will not be eaten 
by cows or horses. 
We believe that 
we can breed this bitterness out of 
the wild clover and produce a new 
variety that will be much hardier than 
th© ordinary clover and will be pecul­ 
iarly adapted to Missouri soil and Mis­ 
souri climate.”

about the question. 
A formal motion 
fixing 7 Mi per cent as the rate to be 
fixed on hides was made Saturday. At 
th a t tim e Mr. Payne is reported to 
have said th at he could not consent 
to the taking of a vote.

th a t the sentim ent of the country was 
in favor of free hides and referred to 
the expressions of the president on
